tive.” They have refrained, in con- 
trast to thelr previous notes, from 
publishing the text. This restraint, 
ft ts sald here, may reflect on the 
gubstance of the note, or on the 
fact that it represents a reply not 
to Israel but to Dr. Jarring, which 
makes it awkward for Egypt to re- 
lease the contents for publication. 

Officials in Washington agree 
that any assessment of the present 
state of the Jarring talks must de- 
pend upon close analysis of the 
wording of Egypt's reply, particu- 
larly whether it contains a notable 
element of compliance with Israel's 
demand that Cairo commit itself 
unambiguously to the goal of a con- 
tractual peace agreement. 

At the same time, it is also true 
that Egypt's public relations-dip- 
lomatic campaign has succeeded to 
8 considerable degree in making it 
appear as if Egypt is ready for 
peace, whiie Israel is not prepared 
for withdrawal. . 

Such an impression is diploma- 
tically useful not only for Egypt, 


. but also for U.3. offictals, whose 


primary aim is to sustain and acce- 
lerate the momentum of the Jarring 
talks. However, there is no genuine 
evidence that this impression in 
fact expresses diplomatic reality in 
the U.S. Capital and has been intro- 
duced in any substantial way into 
the continuing conversations be 
tween U.S. and Israel officials there.

For this reason, the U.S. does 
not share the sense of urgency 
which prompted the other three 
powers last Friday to propose im- 
mediate discussion of the modalities 
of a new international police force 
for the Middle Hast: organization, 
composition, financing, authority, 
control, and so on. The U.S. feels 
that these matters do not properly 
belong in a “preliminary discus- 
sion." 


According to informed sources, 
Britain and France also Indicated 
at the last meeting their willing- 
ness to contribute national contin- ᾿ 
gents to a U.N. peace-xeeping force 
for the Middle East. On this, the 
two West European powers parted 
company with the Soviets, whe had 
made it clear on previous occasions 
that their interests would be bet- 
ter served by keeping tight control 
of the proposed force through the 
Security Council. 


ENOUGH SOVIET TROOPS 


The Soviets are also understood 
to be less than keen on providing 
the Americans with an excuse to 
put thelr own troops in the 
area under cover of the U.N. flag.

TRAIL, Laos (AP). 

OSE who get their first close 

look δὲ the Ho Chi Minh trail 

Can understand why it withstood 
the ceaseless U.S. bombings. 

The trail is a network of high- 
ways, roads, trails and paths ex- 
tending from the North Vietnamese 
frontier into South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. Where there {is no jungle 
cover, often there is camouflage. 

Now that the South Vietnamese 
have broken across the trafl in their 
drive into Southern Laos, parts of 
the systenr used by the North Viet- 
mamese for years have deen expos- 
ed. 

Although they had heard fairly 
detailed accounts of what the trail 
would look like, newsmen who 
reached It were struck by the elab- 
borate supply system the North 
‘Vietnamese have maintained, 

The trail appears jo be an almost 
endless series of well-engineered dirt 
roads that wind around the moun- 
tains, and work their way south 
through cuts and fills, and over low 
‘culverts. Often the red-brown rib- 
bon disappears into the thick jungle 
and merges a mile or two beyond 
across a valley — or two or three 
mountains away. Unmarked forks 
and intersections sometimes are vi- 
sible but often are obscured by na- 
tural or artificial cover. 

Some of the roads are better built 
than many well-travelled routes in 
Vietnam, but’ they don’t show up 
on standard U.S. military maps of 
Eastern Laos. 

Seattered throughout the maze of 
alternate routes are uncounted de- 
pots and transfer ‘points where 
weapons, ammunition, food and other 
supplies are unloaded and redistri- 
buted for shipment toward the Viet- 
am border or reloaded for the con- 
tinuing trip south. 

South Vietnamese troops happened 
into one such area and flew a group

Ν the wake of the public dis- 
cussion of the “Schoenberg Af- 
fair,” the Targ Music Centre held a 
sympogium on a somewhat related 
subject, and, of course, the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra (IPO) and 
its subscribers were the prime tar- 
get of the discussion.

Establishment urged of 


pharmacology institute 


serusalem Post Economile Correspondent 
Israel is likely to have a new 
pharmacology institute. A recom- 
mendation to this effect Is made in 
a report by Dr. Urt Marinov, of 
the National Research Council, just 


. released. It is backed by a second 


report by Dr. ΜΙ, Gluckman, of the 
Wyeth Laboratories in the U.S., who 
had been invited to study the prob- 
lem. 

Up to now the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry has confined itself to ma- 
nufacturing known drugs. Its plan- 
ned expansion will lead ‘to the pro- 
liferation of new, original products 
~— and this makes it essential to 
create comprehensive drug and toxi- 
cology testing services. In due 
course, the institute would also 
Serve industries whose chemicals 
come into contact with humans, like 
insecticides, 

At present, Dr. Marinov observes, 
“For lack of an important link be- 
tween the chemist who synthesises 
@ compound and the pharmacolo- 
gist who tests it, some materials 
with potential value are unused, 
others pass into the ownership of 
foreign companies, without any com- 
pensation for Israel's industry.” 

The venture may become self- 
supporting eventually, and even earn 
export dollars by doing work for 
foreign clients. Meanwhile, four of 
Israel's leading. pharmaceutical 
concerns have agreed to put up 8. 
holding company, which will finance 
the project jointly with the Govern- 
ment. When the projected institute 
shows signs of moving into the 


‘black, the Government will be ready 
(it is expected) to sell its share to 
private interests — or to the in- 
dustry’s holding company. 

A pharmacological institute has 
been in existence since 1963, part of 
it in the Bellinson Hospital, part at 
the Biological Research Institute in 
Nes Tsiona; but it is limited in bud- 
get, accomodation and facilities. The 
new plan is to provide separate pre- 
mises, preferably on the campus of 
a wmiversity, at an initial invest- 
ment of 1800,000, and to expand 
staff with the aid of a yearly bud- 
get of IL750,000. 

‘Under present conditions, the insti- 
tute does not even have a proper 
supply of laboratory animals, “In or- 
der to examine 100 materials," the 
Marinov report states, “the institute 
will need 15,000 mice, 4,000 rats, 300 
cats, 500 guinea-pigs and 400 rab- 
bits.” i 

The Fine Chemicals Committee of 
the Economic Conference stressed the 
need for new laboratories to serve 
8. growing industry. According to the 
Stanford Research Institute, world 
sales of pharmaceutics are growing 
at the rate of 11 per cent annual- 
ly. Investment in research and de- 
velopment (all over the world) to- 
talled $750m. in 1967, will climb to 
§$2,000m. by 1980. 

One problem is to find a scientific 
director. The report hints: “A num- 
ber of distinguished scientists in the 
pharmacological industry abroad 
have expressed a readiness to im- 
migrate and settle in Israel.”

About 160 scientists from Israel and 
abroad are attending the sympo- 
sium, part of the Second Interna- 
tional Congress on the Chemistry 
of Pesticides, which opens on Feb- 
ruary 22. Mr. Shemtov continued: 
“We are living inanage of rapid 
‘progress in the field of industry 
and technology. Together with the 
blessing of this progress comes a 
host of dangers, and we are only 
beginning to recognize these dan- 
gers.” It was vital to coordinate 
the research being done on food 
dangers in ail countries throughout 
the world, he said. 

Dr. Haim Resnick, one of the 
organizers of the symposium, said 
the meeting’s conclusions would be 
forwarded to the pertinent United 
Nations bodies. -

in Gaza trial

GAZA. — “Adolf Hitler,” 23, of 
Khan Yunis was sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment yesterday by 
& military tribunal here. 

He was convicted of possession 
of grenades and automatic wea- 
pons, of membership in the Po- 
pular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine and of attacking an Army 
vehicle om the main road of the 
Strip in October, 1969. 

The man’s real name is Abdel 
Rahman al-Samiri, but he chose the 
code name “Adolf Hitler” when he 
jomed the Wegal P.P.LP. Prose- 
cutor Segen Yigal Gagin noted thet 
this choice of name was a clear 
indication of Samiri's attitude to- 
wards Jews. 

The case against a second accu- 
sed, 19-year-old Mahmud Suleiman: 
Abu Sababin of Khan Yunis, was dis- 
missed despite his plea that he be 
kept fn jail He had been 
with membership in the P.F.L.P. and 
with throwing grenades on two Is- 
raeli vehicles in December, 1969. 

On December 31, 1969, however, 
@ grenade he had recefved for sa- 
botage purposes exploded in his 
pocket, blowing off his left arm 
and leg. The P.F.L.P., for whom 
he had worked, gave him no assis- 
tance. 

Court president Rav-Seren Efraim 
Talmar noted that the youth would 
Probably be better off in an Is- 
Taeli prison than begging on the 
streets of Gaza, but that his disa- 
bility was already punishment 
enough for his crimes. The court 
ordered the Military Government to 
pay the expenses of Abu Sababin’s 
four trips into Gaza {from Khan 
Yunis) during his trial. 

Both men were defended by local 
lawyer Yussef Agila.

6 companies fight blaze Store officials: may 
in dark; nobody hurt reopen in two weeks

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — All of Tel Aviv’s 
firefighters, aided by firemen from 
Hoton and Bnei Brak, spent four 
long hours on Tuesday aight fight- 
ing the flames that raged through 
the Shalom Department Store and 
threatened to engulf the adjacent 
Shalom Towers Hotel, as well as 
the Shalom Tower Building Itself. 
This was the Shalom Tower's first 
real fire test, and all concerned 
agreed that it passed well. 

The flames were first noticed 
shortly ‘before eight p.m. by ἃ Haga 
(civil defence) man who was patrol- 
Ung Ahad Ha’am Street, where the 
Shalom Tower is located. Within 
minutes, police and firemen arrived, 
and soon the wails of ambulance 
sirens blended with those of the 
fire brigade trucks brought the 
business nelghbourhood. which 18 
usually deserted by evening time, 
back to life. 


POWER CUT OFF 
Wlectric power to the area was 
immediately cut off as a precau- 
tlonary measure, traffic was detour- 
ed to alternate routes and police 
barriers were hastily put up to 
prevent onlookers from obstructing 
the firemen. Meanwhile, ajl guests 
were removed from the hotel, and 
offered accommodation in Herzllya 
hotels. 

Aided by high Intensity floodiights, 
8 hydraulic ladder, a mechanical 
one and scores of shorter fire 
truck adders, the firemen began 
dousing the flames. In all, 28 of 
them were on the scene, as well as 
several Boy Scout volunteer firemen. 
Holon and Bnei Brak each sent one 
truck and team to the site. Some 
of the men shot powerful streams 
of water at the hotel's windows 
to prevent the fire from spreading, 
while others, wearlng gas masks, 
tried to make thelr way into the 
store, their main objective being 
to contain the fire to the second 
storey. 

“Our chief concern was the ele- 
vator shafts,” Sire Chief. Ya'acov 
Ritov, told The Jerusalem Post last 
night. “We simply struggled to see 
that the blaze didn’t get to 
them, In such a case the fire could 
possibly have spread quickly to all 
floors." He noted that the depart- 
ment store's walls were not pan- 
elled with inflammable materials, 
as was the case in the great Zim 
Bui fire. “If not for that 
Precaution, the fire would have 
spread with a force so swift that 
we would have been pretty helpless 
against it," the Fire Chief, who

worked through the night with his 
men, said. 

Chief Ritov added that arrange- 
ments to meet fire emergencies in 
the department store were adequate, 
but noted it did not have an auto- 
matic sprinkler system which would 
have been triggered into operation 
by the intense heat. These systems 
are common abroad where Installa- 
tion is often required by law. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Ritov, such systems 
are “rare indeed" in ‘Israel and 
“the other large Tel Aviv depart- 
ment store, Hamashbir Lazarhan, 
does not have one either.” 

For about an hour after the fire- 
men arrived on the scene it appear- 
red they had the blaze under controt. 
A short while later, however, the 
flames, which were originally limit- 
ed to a clothing stockroom, appear- 
ed in much greater force around a 
brick wall Tt was not a simple 
job, since the flames were in an 
area about 2.5 dunams. The smoke 
was as thick. as could be, and visi- 
bility was almost zero,” Chief 
Ritov explained. The fire was finally 
declared extinguished at about mid- 
night.

TV purchase fraud 


TEL AVIV. — Four members of a 
local gang who bought TV sets on 
instalments and resold them, wel- 
ching on the time payments, were 
sentenced in the District Court 
here yesterday to jail terms of 
up to four years. 

The leader of the gang, Shlomo 
Metzner, 44, was sentenced a few 
months ago to six months in pri- 
gon after he admitted the charges 
against him. 

The group's modus operandi was 
to go into an electrical appliance 
shop and “purchase” a television 
set. One of them would make a 
down payment of 1.200, and the 
others would sign as guarantors 
for the rest of the payments. They 
would then sell the set near the 
main Post Office for IL800 or 
111,000. 

The gang managed to defraud a 
dozen merchants in this way before 
one of them became suspicious. He 
stalled them, and when they return- 
ed to his shop he had the police 
waiting for them. 

Ya'acov Greenwald, 50, who ma- 
maged to escape the police ambush 
and flee to Sinai for a few months, 
was sentenced to four years. Ger-

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
told the Knesset yesterday that clo- 
ser supervision was required of se- 
curity units on curfew duties in 
the occupled areas.

He recalied that the Chief of 
Staff, R/A Halm Bar-Lev, had ap-

aluf, had been appointed as well 
later, to complete the investigation, 
after it turned out that senior of- 
ficers were involved. The investiga- 
tion related to one refugee camp 
only. Mr. Dayan explained. 

DETAILED REPORT 

The Defence Minister, in an unu- 
Sually detailed reply. said that anti- 
Sabotage activity in the Gaza Strip 
had generally positive effects of 
late, but a oumber of hitches had 
Occurred as well. In some cases, 
individual soldiers had been at fault; 
in other cases, it was a matter of 
exaggerated use of batons. In still 
other cases, where houses had been 
searched, damege had also been 
done to buildings which were not 
under any particular suspicion. 

An additional serious error, the 
Minister said, was that in the first 
few days, the soldiers’ superior had 
been lax in thelr supervision.

was sentenced to eight years’ impri- 
sonment by the District Court here 
on charges of spying for Egypt. The 
trial of the tall, greying 71-year-old 
defendant, whose family lives in 
Engiand, has been continuing for 
approximately six months behind 
closed doors. Details of the case 
were released yesterday afternoon 
at the request of Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Attorney Yaacov Kedmi. 


Patergon arrived in Israel last Ap- 
ri and spent two months photogra- 
phing- secret installations and collec- 
ting data of military value. He de- 
med the charges, and was assigned 
defence counsel by the Court. In 
addition, legal advice was also fur- 
nished by the British Embassy here.
